COWJCUAN AS EVER, TRUE AS 
STEEL. 

We were not mistaken in our estiniato 
of the people of Cowichun, The Naiiui- 
ino delegates calculating to take advan- 
tage of the inability of tlie ^jioinior to 
meet them thero and bo exposu tlieir liol- 
iownesa and Hopiiiatry, called iiiuotings at 
Maple Bay and South Uowichan to con- 
Bider the Settlumont Uill. The fact thai 
the puople at tluise places had already 
considered the hill and had oiidoracd it 
did not deter them. The fact that tlu-y 
■were offering an insult U> a coinmunity i)f 
more than ordinarily intelli^iont people 
lt>y intruding tiionisolvea where t hoy wore 
not invited and not wanted, did not de- 
t«r them. The fact that two out of the 
throe were uttor strangers and that they 
were in point of inteiligenfiii far bolow 
the standard uf tlu- majority of the peo- 
ple they wore g<ung to instruct, did not 
deter tnom. Carried away by tliu hwcU 
of thS'tido of envy .ind jealnuay and dis- 
content which had surged with apparent- 
ly reaistloaa force at Nanaimo, the mis- 
guided men proceeded to beard— not the 
lion in his don but— the lion's den.

Oowichan too well understands 
what railway comtniinioatiun through the 
settlements along the oast coast of the is- 
land means. The progre.'ts and develop- 
ment which it la well-known will follow in 
the wake of the railroad car ia of Ruch 
vital interest to the people thero, that 
when such men as O'Brian, whom nobody 
knows, and .\brams, whom everybody too 
well knows to bo a political nincomi)oop, 
insult them by thrusting tlienisolves upon 
them and meddling with thoir business, it 
is no wonder they assembled with indig- 
nation in their breasts and resolution 
on their brows to teacii the arraiu lium- 
bnga that they knew thior own minds and 
could manai,'o their own business without 
such aid any such trio could offer. The 
unceremonious snubbing administered by 
the Oowichan people in rejecting by over- 
whelming majorities the advice of the 
anti-railway men is most titling. So 
may it over be when flies uttempt 
to impede the revolutions of the wheel of 
progress. Men of Cowichan, you havu 
done nobly ! All honor to you ! Well 
have yon shown yourselves to deserve the 
good times in store for you. 

TRUE TO THE] 11 <'Oi\riCT[(>XS. 

Whatever may be thought of llio course 
that the people of Nanaimo — mis-led by a 
designing cli(]uo — liave pursued with re- 
gard to the ISettlemeiit Bill, there can be 
nothing but satisfaction felt by all inter- 
ested in the country's welfare at the un- 
mistakoable answer given to a few mis- 
chiof-makors of the opiiositiou at a pub- 
lic meeting just held at Cowichan. Messrs. 
Pimbury, O'Bi'ian and .Vbrams, the for- 
mer gentleman an estimable but mistaken 
man, iluahcd with their success (?) at 
Nanaimo, determined to strike while the 
iron was hot and journeyed into the very 
Btronghold of thu enemy's camp, viz, : 
Cowichan. There they held pul>hc meet 
inga and— that is all they did do. But 
this is whnt they tried to do: At the 
meetings, which were well attended by 
settlers from the surrounding country, 
tliia noble, patriotic trio — the greatest 
forte of whose spokesman was abuse of 
the present administration — urged with 
all thoir eloquence the necessity of iho 
defeat of the Settlement Bill, and the 
lueaiid to accomplish it, the diasolution of 
the present governinenf. The question 
was thei> i)iit to tiie meeting svliich re- 
sulted in calling forth an almost unani- 
moua expressi(m of ccmfidence in the pre- 
mier and his cabinet, and universal sat 
ufaction at the prospects of the early 
passage of the bill. The originators 
could not believe their oyes or ears. Was 
it for this'tliey had sacrificed themselves 
on the altar of iiatrii.tismf?) Had they 
expended money and lino; (not to men- 
tion making themselves ridiculous in the 
eyes of overyono) but to meet with this 
crushing robuil'l But one of the three 
could not yet believe that it was a rebull'. 
"What," lie cried, with a strong accent, 
"and is it afther voting for the Settle- 
ment Bill ye/, are/ Wliy ye spal " 

but wliat nnu'e he would have uttered was 
drowned in the tumult of angry voices 
raised against htm, and a cry "go on out 
uv this!" There, was no mistaking the 
verdict. It was most decisive. True as 
steel, with unshaken confidence in the 
government and its beneficial legislation, 
the Hon. Mr. Smithe's constituency gave 
the three missionaries their congeioveii as 
has been the fate of political missionaries 
before. Feeling subdued, snubbed,jurapcd

Rep. — NVhat is your opinion of Eagle 
Paaa? 

Mr. P. — It is a very fino one and well 
adapted for either wagon or railway pur- 
poses. 

Rep. — What progreaa liaa been made 
by tho was^on roadniakera and what is the 
nature of the country on either aide! 

Mr. P. — The work ia so far advanced 
that it will bo completed by tho 1st of 
July noxt.
